Effect and Action of Mineral Oil

OF all the mild laxative sub­ 
stances, mineral oil is probably 
used most frequently. For this rea­ 
son, Doctor Charles A. Anderson 
and his co-workers of Burlington, 
North Carolina, have made a study 
of its effects and action. 
Many 
statements 
have 
been 
made 
concerning 
the

harmful effect* of mineral oil. It 
has been stated that it may retard 
digestion by coating the particles 
of food; that it interferes with 
the absorption of the products of 
digestion; that it may cause an 
excessive loss of mineral salts, 
such as lime and phosphorus, and 
interfere with the absorption of 
utamin “ A ” 


An F.xcellent Effect 


On the other hand, these physi­ 
cians think that when mineral oil 
is employed hy giving it directly 
hy injection into the lover bowel, 
it has an excellent effect and they 
have found it most useful in the 
treatment of cases of severe con 
stipation. 
They found that mineral oil has 
a most effective soothing action 
on the irritated rectum. By its 
soothing action, it reduces spas­ 
ticity or contractions of the bowel.

A 
careful study should be made to 
determine the cause for the condi­ 
tion. Then proper treatment can 
be carried out. Whether or not re­ 
covery will occur in your case 
would depend entirely on what is 
producing the difficulty.
